Vital  Statistics. 

Births.  The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  only  19,  equivalent  to  a birth  rate  of  i2'6 
per  1000  of  the  population.  The  birth-rates  during  the  previous  seven  years  were  as  follows  :

Deaths.  The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  registered  during  the  year  was  13,  to  which  have  to 
be  added  1 death  belonging  tc  the  district,  which  occurred  outside  the  district,  making  the  total  deaths  16, 
equivalent  to  a death  rate  of  io-6  per  1000  of  the  population.  The  deaths  and  death-rates  during  the  previous 
seven  years  were  as  follows :

Infantile  Mortality.  2 deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  occurred. 

General  Mortality.  From  pulmonary  tuberculosis  1 death  occurred.  From  cancer  there  was  one  death, 
from  heart  diseases  4,  and  from  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  2 deaths. 

Notifiable  Diseases. 

The  district  has  been  very  free  of  Zymotic  diseases  the  only  case  notified  was  one  of  diphtheria,  a soldier 
home  on  leave,  a mild  attack. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  Two  cases  were  notified,  one  a girl  was  removed  to  sanatorium,  the  other  an  elderly 
women  died,  the  house  etc.  were  disinfected. 

Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis.  Only  one  case  affecting  the  lymphatic  glands  was  notified. 

Non-Notifiable  Diseases. 

The  district  has  been  very  free  of  these  during  the  year,  Influenza  colds  were  prevalent  among  the  School 
Children  just  before  the  Christmas  Holiday,  and  the  Infant  School  was  closed  a few  days  earlier.
